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DOD  Statistics  Show  Increase 


In  North  Vietnam  SAM  Sites 


The  number  of  surface-to-air  missiles  sites  in  North 
Vietnam  has  quadrupled  in  the  last  two  years,  according 
to  statistics  released  by  the  Department  of  Defense. 

DOD  figures  show  that  in  mid-1965  there  were  approxi- 
mately 50  SAM  sites  and  information  available  concern- 
ing mid-1967  shows  more  than  200. 

“Many  of  these  sites  are  unoccupied,”  a spokesman 
explained,  and  “many  are  occupied  with  dummy  missiles.” 

There  are  usually  four  to  six  launchers  at  each  site,  esti- 
mated to  be  a battery-size  unit.  There  are  probably  three 
batteries  to  a battalion. 

It  was  noted  that  many  SAMs  are  semi-mobile  and  shift 
location  frequently. 


Concerning  restrictions  of  attacking  SAM  sites,  DOD 
said,  “any  SAM  site  anywhere  in  North  Vietnam,  posing 
a threat  to  a strike  force,  may  be  attacked  if  necessary 
to  protect  the  force.” 

Because  of  the  movement  of  SAMs,  Defense  explained 
that  the  number  listed  should  not  be  taken  as  an  accurate 
index  of  SAM  strength.

It  was  pointed  out  that  the  North  Vietnamese  have  fired 
more  than  3,500  SAMs  and  have  been  the  cause  of  only 
76  U.S.  confirmed  and  probable  aircraft  losses. 


JCS  Chairman  Hospitalized; 

Gen.  Johnson  Named  Acting  Chairman 

General  Earle  G.  Wheeler,  Chairman  of  the  Joint  Chiefs 
of  Staff,  was  admitted  to  Walter  Reed  Army  Hospital, 
Aug.  30,  for  observation  in  relation  to  his  regular  annual 
physical  examination. 

During  the  course  of  a routine  evaluation  of  electro- 
cardiographic changes  discovered  during  his  examination, 
it  was  noted  that  he  had  experienced  minor  heart  damage 
since  his  last  physical  examination. 

It  was  not  known  how  long  Gen.  Wheeler  would  remain 
in  the  hospital.  However,  as  long  as  he  remains  hospital- 
ized, Army  Chief  of  Staff  Gen.  Harold  Johnson  will  fill 
the  chairman  position.  He  is  the  next  ranking  member 
of  the  JCS. 

Gen.  Wheeler  has  had  no  history  of  heart  trouble. 


Defense  Dept.  Supports  Legislation 
On  Enlisted  Retired  Pay  Computation 

Department  of  Defense  is  backing  legislation  that  will 
allow  active  duty  enlisted  personnel  in  all  Services  to 
compute  previous  inactive  duty  reserve  service  for  retired 
pay  purposes  on  a point-credit  basis  approximately  com- 
parable to  the  one  now  used  by  officers. 

Present  law  prevents  most  enlisted  men  retiring  with 
less  than  30  years  service  from  using  anything  other  than 
active  duty  time,  a DOD  witness  pointed  out  to  a House 
Armed  Services  Subcommittee. 

The  principal  effect  of  the  relief  bill  (H.R.  5943)  is  to 
give  enlisted  men  parity  with  officers  in  counting  inactive 
reserve  service  after  June  1,  1958,  the  witness  said,  point- 
ing out  that  President  Johnson  has  already  endorsed  parity 
in  his  March  federal  salary  message  to  Congress. 

Officers  may  now  count  inactive  service  before  June 
1958  the  same  as  active  duty  and  inactive  service  after 
this  date  on  the  basis  that  one  point  equals  one  active 
duty  day,  including  the  16  gratis  points  accorded  annually 
for  reserve  component  membership.

Navy’s  Aircraft  Carrier  Combat  Operations  Safety 
Review  Panel  has  completed  a tour  of  Seventh  Fleet 
attack  aircraft  carriers  and  has  resumed  daily  sessions  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

The  panel,  headed  by  retired  Adm.  James  A.  Russell, 
is  examining  causes,  prevention  and  control  of  exploding 
ordnance.  It  was  formed  Aug.  15  following  the  fire  that 
killed  134  men  aboard  the  USS  Forrestal. 

The  panel  members  met  daily  for  one  week  before 
traveling  to  the  Western  Pacific  to  get  a first-hand  look 
at  flight  operations. 

Adm.  Russell  and  his  group  will  make  recommendations 
on  how  to  minimize  the  dangers  of  fire,  and  damage 
caused  by  fire  and  exploding  ordnance.  They  will  also 
determine  if  improvements  can  be  made  in  fire-fighting 
and  damage  control  training.

Articles  sent  by  free  service  are  not  to  be  marked 
“Free.”  Postal  authorities  cautioned  that  all  mail  in  this 
category  should  be  marked  “Postage  Paid”  in  the  upper 
right  front  corner.  Also,  this  must  be  printed  mechani- 
cally or  applied  by  rubber  stamp.  Handwritten,  hand 
printed,  or  typewritten  marking  is  not  authorized. 

Airmail  service  is  authorized  if  article  is  of  distinctive 
airmail  design  or  if  Post  Office  Department  Label  No.  19, 
bearing  printed  inscription  “PAR  AVION”  is  affixed.  These 
labels  are  available  at  all  local  post  offices.

Fully-Transportable  Pharmacy 
Undergoes  Army  Field  Tests 

A fully-equipped  pharmacy,  trans- 
portable by  land,  sea  or  air,  is  under- 
going Army  field  tests. 

The  pharmacy  is  designed  to  sup- 
port a 400-bed  evacuation  hospital  or 
a 60-bed  mobile  surgical  hospital. 

The  unit  weighs  8,000  pounds.  Four 
men  can  set  it  up  for  operation  or 
package  it  for  shipment  in  30  minutes. 

The  unit  includes  a lockable  medi- 
cine cabinet,  refrigeration  and  freezer 
storage  for  biologicals,  record-keeping 
files  and  a condensed  library.  It  is 
heated  and  air  conditioned. 


Air  Force  Contracts 
For  8 C-9A  Aircraft 

A $28.7  million  contract  has  been 
let  for  eight  C-9A  (formerly  CX-2) 
medium-sized,  twin-engine  jet  air- 
craft, with  delivery  to  the  Military 
Airlift  Command  scheduled  to  begin 
the  first  quarter  of  Fiscal  Year  1969. 

The  aircraft  will  be  used  for  aero- 
medical  evacuation. 

Essentially  an  off-the-shelf  DC-9 
designed  for  commercial  use,  the  C-9A 
normally  will  be  configured  to  carry 
30  litter  patients,  40  ambulatory  pa- 
tients or  a combination  of  the  two. 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  Mc- 
Donnell-Douglas  of  Santa  Monica, 
Calif. 

With  a maximum  patient  load,  the 
C-9A  will  cruise  at  approximately  520 
miles  per  hour  over  a range  of  more 
than  2,000  statute  miles. 

The  new  aircraft  will  replace  some 
of  the  C-118  Liftmasters  and  C-131 
Samaritans  now  being  used  on  domes- 
tic aeromedical  evacuation  routes. 


AF  Presents  New  Awards 
For  System  Management 

Two  new  Air  Force  awards,  estab- 
lished to  provide  broader  recognition 
for  outstanding  achievement  by  Air 
Force  units  and  individuals  in  system 
program  management,  have  been  pre- 
sented for  the  first  time. 

Maj.  Gen.  Thomas  S.  Jeffrey,  Air 
Force  director  of  production  and  pro- 
gramming, presented  the  individual 
award  to  Lt.  Col.  Robert  J.  Friend, 
director  of  the  Athena  Program  Of- 
fice of  the  Air  Force  System  Com- 
mand’s Space  and  Missile  Organiza- 
tion, Norton  AFB,  Calif.  Col.  Friend 
was  honored  for  “outstanding  per- 
formance in  the  management  of  the 
Athena  re-entry  vehicle  test  system.”
